DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first Office Action for application number 10/826,867, 
Extendable/Retractable Support Column, filed on 4/16/04. Claims 1-19 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement submitted on 9/27/04 is in compliance with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement has 
been considered by the examiner. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 7-9 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 3/6/06. 

Drawings 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in this 
application because the line quality of the drawings are not of a quality that allows the 
examiner to ascertain the scope of invention. Applicant is advised to employ the 
services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6 and 10-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. 

In view of the drawings objections above, the disclosure does not properly 
disclose the subject matter of the invention in such a way that someone of ordinary skill 
in the art could make or use the invention. Also, it appears as if the elected species 
does not contain all of the views necessary to fully describe how the device is put 
together and how it functions. If any of the figures pertaining to the non-elected species 
are generic or include views that would be included in the elected species, then they 
should be specifically pointed out in the specification. No new matter may be entered. 
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No further action on the merits is given at this time, until the replacement 
drawings are submitted that clarify the rejection above. All claims are considered fully
